Exvery one of (he elghteen wet senns
tora voled for mnll of these amends
mente except Albert, «He voted for
some A against some. These amend-
ments would have made prolibition a
Joke In Nebraska, so much o that the
honse determined to stand frm aod
adjourn without a new law rather
than aceept them. The houge fgured
that it would be better to operate n-
der the Rlocnmb law for two yeurs
than to pask a law erippled hy the
wlylo amendments. 1t was well un-
derstood by the wet senntors that the
Slocumb taw prohibited near-beer und
the retention of that law would des
frat ihelr purposes,

The Conference Committes.

The house nppointed hose stulwart
champions of the dry cnuse, Norion,
Thomas and Flanshurg., The senne
appointed  those  equally  stalwart
chinmplons  of  hooze,  AMaties and
Morinrity. The wet euncus hind ine
duced  Robertson (o violate his
pledges, and intraduce the senite
amendments, and they gave him a
place on the conference commiites,
Pressure from home Lnd been terrifle
upon him and he was now ready to
get an ngreement. He held out for ren
daye In the interests of nesr-beer, hut
finally signed the report prepured by
the house mewmbers of the commlittee,
Thix report permits the nse of lHguor
In the home: without 1hls conceasion
ne law wontld have heen passed. The
honze conferees made no other es
sentinl  coneession o e wers file
though they did yiald In many anend-
mente of minor conspquepes,

PROCLAMATION!

THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES
having declared that the supreme test of our
nation has come, and having asked for the
sarnest support of our people in the prosecu-
tion of the war which s now eur war, I deem
it my duty to caution all citizens againgt the
waste of food, and to advise that the utmost
wonomy be exerciged in the consumption of
products of wheat, and of all other food-
sinfle,
The gravity of the situation, which makesr
' imperative a rigid husbanding of the world's
foad supply, is set forth in the following plea of Herbert ., Hoover,
Chairman of the American Commission for Rellef in Belgium, and
recently appointed head of the American Food Board:

“Oar Allies cannot fight withont food. Our enemies
are calculating that America will fail to supply them, and
that they will need to give in.

“The total stock of food today available in the Allied
world is not sufficient to last until September, if America
continnes its present rate of consumption, We are now
face to Tace with the result of last year's poor harvest, the
diversion of man-power from agriculture all over the
world, the unavailing efforts of the Furopean women (o
plant available fields only, the isolation of Russia, the sink-
ing of food ships, and many other causes,

“England, France, and Italy are reducing consump-
tion by drastic steps, but even with all this reduction they
must have frdm us during the nest three months more
than twice as much food as we should have exported nor-
mally or than we can send if we consume as usual. The
only hope of providing the deficlency is by the elimination
of waste and actual and rigorous self-sacrifice on the part
of the American people.”

Thus, by the exercise of patriotic self-restraint and a judiclous
selection of only the most plontiful foods for uan. “Very Ameriop
man, woman and child can do his or her bit to aid America and tis
Allies in this hour of nead.

We are a nation of 102,860,000 persons, of upwards of twenty
million families. If each family will reduce its consumption of food
by but a pound a week there can be added to the food supply of Eur-
npe ten thousand tons of foodstuffs a week, or over one half million
tons a yenr.

Such a saving represents but o small part of that which may
easily be made by the American people, and which it will be neces-
sary for them to make in order to bring the war to an early and sue-
cosaful conclusion.

Not only must the most rigid fconomy in the consumption of
foodstuils be practiced, but an enormous increase in their produc-
tion must be mada as well.

Therefore, I deem it my further duty to advise the citizens of
this community to make extraordinary efforts to increase the culti-
vittion of foodstuffe, and for this purpose to utilize a1l labor that can
he spared from. other oecupations, and all cultivatable land that is
now idle. The labor and ground ordinarily given up to ornamental
cultivation may well be dedicated for the time being to this patriotic
and humane purpose.

[#t it not be said that in the adoption of wise and patriotic
measures for the successful prosecution of the great struggle for the
world’s liberty upon whieh our nation has entered this community
has not done its full part.
